OTTAWA, June 23.—The franking 
Privilege extended by the postmaster 
general to the Prime Minister and 
Hon. R. B. Bennett for the additional 
Purpose of mailing campaign litera- 
ture has been rescinded. Usually the 
franking privilege by which matter 
May be mailed free is extended tc | 
Members of parliament during the! 
session and for ten days afterwards, | 
but Hon. P. J. Veniot in view of the | 
election extended this privilege beyond 
that date in the case of the leaders of 
the Liberal and Conservative parties. 
The privilege has been so abused by 
the Conservative party, however, that 
it has been withdrawn. It is learned 
that tons of propaganda were being 
mailed out by the party organization 
under the frank extended to Mr. Ben- 
nett and that at one post office 10 
extra men had to be put on to handle 
the stuff 

The postmaster general has there- 
fore cancelled the privilege save as it 
refers to the personal mail of Mr, Ben- 
nett and Mr. King. All campaign 
Propaganda mailed hereafter by either 
leader will have to be paid for at the 
usual rates 

Post office officials preserve an of- 
ficial reticence, but it is known that 
Mr. Bennett had 200,000 copies of his 
budget speech printed in English and 
25,000 in French. ‘These have been 
mailed out with other literature. Had 
they had to pay the normal postage 
Tates the post office would have re- 
ceived $5,000 at least in postage. This 
does not include other election pro- 
Paganda mailed out in floods by the 
Conservative party headquarters un- 
der’ Mr. Bennett's frank. 

Because the Tories abused the priv- 
fiege the Liberals will also suffer loss 
of the frank, the postmaster general 
having cut off the Prime Minister's 
frank to the same extent as Mr. Ben- 
nett. The leader of the opposition 
Will still be able to send out his per- 
sonal m free under the frank, and 
#0 will the Prime Minister, but free 
mailing of campaign literature by 
either is now distinctly off.

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MR. McDONALD’S DEFEAT 

The defeat of the Liberal leader in 
Macleod is much to be regretted. Mr. 
McDonald was a newcomer in the pro- 
vincial field and had little time to estab- 
lish himself before the fight was on. He 
made good use of the limited opportun- 
ity allowed and toured the province ex- 
tensively, making acquaintances and de- 
livering addresses. 

The impression the new leader thus 
made was excellent, and given more 
time he would undoubtedly have streng- 
thened the party to a very notable de- 
gree. His activity as a leader was fatal 
to his chances as a candidate. Had he 
devoted his time and energy to his own 
constituency it is probable that he 
would have won, even against a veteran 
opponent of unusual popularity. 


HOW IT WORKS 


In Edmonton, with six seats to be 
filled, the Government put one candidate 
in the field and pooled its support from 
six constituencies—in effect—in order 
to elect the Attorney-General. In Cal- 
gary, with six seats to be filled, there 
was not a Government candidate in the 
running. 

Whei a Government is admittedly— 
and deservedly—popular as the Brown- 
lee Government, only ventures to run 
one candidate in the capital city, with 
six vacancies to be rilled, and does not 
venture to run a candidate at all in the 
largest city in the province, that would 
seem to be a plain admission that the 
electoral system that has been imposed 
upon the cities operates to cheat the 
city voters out of the part they are en- 
titled to play in the governing of the 
province. 

Under the complicated arrangement 
by which city votes are scattered among 
groups, and every elector required to 
vote for every candidate on the list, no 
cellective expression of opinion on the 
part of the city voters is practically 
possible. While the electors of the cities 
are allowed to spend their strength 
fighting for “proportional representa- 
tion.” they are quietly relieved of their 
proportionate share in the business of- 
shaping public policy. 


THE JAPANESE MARKET 

The Japanese Minister to Canada 

told a Vancouver audience that Japan 
is not looking to emigration or to the 
establishment of colonies for a solution 
of the problem presented by its ever 
growing population and relatively small 
area. Something of the nature of that 
problem can be gathered when it is re- 
called that Japan’ population is about 
the same as that of Great Britain, and 
its area about the same as that of Al- 
berta. 
_. Because of Canada’s location and 
it’s great extent of unoccupied land, this 
Statement from the official representa- 
tive of the “flowery kingdom” is of 
something more than casual! importance 
to Canadians. It is doubtless intended 
to allay any supposition that this Do- 
minion 1s regarded as one of the few 
“vacant spaces” into which the surplus 
people of Japan might flow. 

The inference is that Japan depends 
upon the intensive development of in- 
dustries to enable its swarming people 
to make a living. In no other way can 
80 dense a population maintain itself in 
the limited area and make progress to- 
ward a higher scale of living. 


Industrial development in Japan 
means the importation of raw ma- 
terials, of many kinds, and in growing 


quantities. Canada is well situated to 
iupply these, as it is already doing to a 
le extent. Canadian wheat 
nd lumber are products which Japan 
rill require in increasing quantities in 
he out-working of its plans for indus- 
trial jon. Canada is making no 
mistake in cultivating commercial rela- 
tionships in that market.

too much attention has been paid in the 
past to the handicap that a short elec- 
tion campaign is supposed to impose up- 
on opposition parties. With the oppor- 
tunity to make it an eight weeks’ con- 
troversy, the debating was by common 
consent practically deferred until the 
last four. 

The campaign was markedly free 
from scandals, personalities, and “rough 
stuff". There were few exhibitions of 
bitterness, and appeals to party feeling 
were pitched in a minor key. To a de- 
gree that may have been due to the fact 
that the outcome was rather a foregone 
conclusion and neither Government sup- 
porters nor critics stood to profit by 
“mixing it". To some extent it may 
also have been because a large number 
of the electors preferred to do their lis- 
tening at their own firesides, and—in 
the city at least—the attendance at 


campaign meetings was as a rule small. 
ere had not been a previous elec- 
tion in the province that aroused so lit- 


tle open public interest. It is rather 
surprising on that account that more 
than twenty thousand voters went to 
the polls in the city and that there ap- 
pears to have been a fair turnout of elec- 
tors everywhere. While the vote polled 
was not large, it was larger than the 
visible interest in the contest predicted. 
What used to be called the “silent vote” 
was unusually effective. 

It was the kind of a campaign that 
leaves few stings, and will be easily for- 
gotten. That is an advantage of no 
small value. Once a government is 
elected it is the government of all the 
people, not of the section of the public 
which supported it. The sooner and 
the more generally that is accepted and 
recognized the better. The election is 
over and the issue settled for four or 
five years. Business “as usual” is the 
new order of the day, so far as provin- 
cial interests have interfered with the 
normal course of things.

I need to 
be in just as condition for writ- 
ing as for uring. Writing may 
make me as hungry as lecturing, 
and I should feel the absence of 
food for either effort. Pushing a 
pen may be as fatiguing in one 
way as is wielding an axe in 
another. The oyster cracker and the 
peanut would be as inadequate in 
the one case as in the other So 
ust what makes me mentally tired 
tent quite clear, 

Experience makes plain that fre- 
quently after a long period of writ- 
i I lose that sense of fatigue by 
taking a walk; yet also that on 
other occasions I am so tired that 
the only way to recover is to lie 
down and rest. Brain hog a | and 
muscle workers both need food, not 
quite the same diet; nor with the 
same relation of the meal to the 
effort. Many brain workers prefer 
to cat lightly before an effort. 
There are many other observations 
pointing to a difference between 
the energy demands of mind work 
and music work; though it is well 
to remember that many kinds of 
performance involve both. 

Though we know that all mental 
processes depend on physiological 
ones, we seem warranted in hold- 
ing, to the idea, which ordinary 
experience abundantly confirms, 
that there is some peculiar draught 
on our energies when we work with 
our minds which is not registered 
by the changes in metabolism that 
serve to indicate the output in 
muscle work. We may know more 
about this when some. genius dis- 
covers ways of registering the 
“energy” that is expended in hard 
thinking. The conclusion remains 
that working with the mind requires 
as adequate nutrition as working 
with the body. Not all white collar 
jobs are as effortless as they look. 
For all good work we must keep 
bodily and mentally fit.
